sive session of the board of arbit ra­ 
tion in the western railroad wage 
case was Leld here yesterday. 
The 
exchanges were between A. W. Tren­ 
holm, general manager of the Chica­ 
go, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha 
railroad, who has been on the wit­ 
ness stand for nearly two weeks, and 
VV. S. Carter, president of the Broth­ 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, who, with VV’. S. Stone, 
head of the engineers’ organization, 
represent the men. 
The climax of the 
colloquy 
came 
when Mr. Trenholm, almost choking 
with anger, arose from the witness 
chair, 
and 
pounding 
the table in 
front 
of 
him for 
emphasis, 
said: 
“There is such a thing as insinuating 
that I am a liar, and I will not stand 
for it.” 
“I do not desire to call the gentle­ 
man a liar; let us put it that some­ 
body has been mistaken,” said Mr. 
Carter. 
The trouble arose over the 
introduction of 
an exhibit by 
Mr. 
Trenholm, showing the actual earn­ 
ings in 1914 of what he called “typi­ 
cal*’ engineers and firemen. Mr. Car­ 
ter and Mr. Stone would not consent 
to the introduction until it was speci­ 
fically stated that the exhibit showed 
only the earnings of the men named 
and a disavowal made that it purport­ 
ed to show' the earnings of engineers 
and firemen as a whole. 
‘ I have been for ten days engaged 
in an analysis of the statistical ex­ 
hibits presented 
by the 
railroads.” 
said Mr. Carter, in explaining his 
caution with regard to the new* ex­ 
hibit 
“I find that they do not rep­ 
resent the 
facts—they purport 
to 
give a correct picture, and they do 
not. 
They were not intended to. 
I 
w ill say that if they were accepted by 
the board at their face .value, our ease­ 
ls already lost.” 
ft was at this juncture that Mr. 
Trenholm expressed his resentment 
of the insinuation 
that he 
was 
a 
“liar,” and continued: 
“Nothing has 
been introduced here which does not 
give the 
actual 
facts 
as they 
are. 
They were honestly conceived, hon 
estly compiled and honestly present­ 
ed.” 
What was called a partial list 
of engineers earning more than $3,-
